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It was learned between 1 and 5 January 1951 that Soviet troops in battalion 
stronczth allercedly arrived in Sonneberz in carly January. The troops 

were to he quartered along the zonal border in Krois Sonnekers, Various 
houses were evacuated in Lichtenhain, allegedly to quarter a company. 

« Soviet detachment of one officer and nine UN had been quartered at the 
Kalte Kueche Inn, which is in Spechtsbrumn, Thurincia, in the arca of 
Tettau, Usper Franconia. This dotachnent left on 3 January. There were 

no changes in the detachment of 60 to 70 Sovicts stationed at Spechtsbrunn. 
Fron 30 te 100 Sovicts arrived at Lehesten, They were quartered in three 
houses vacated hy civilians. 


On 2 and 3 January, a Volksxolizei Kormando of about 30 men was transferred 
from Hasenthal, Thurinvia, allegedly to Lichtentann. near Saalfeld. ‘bout 
sevon Soviets were subsequontly stationed in Hasenthal. About 10 Gernan 
nolice were said to bo billeted in private quarters in lichtentanne near 
Probstzella, Thuringia. 


on 2 Jamary, about five Soviet officers and 70 UM -vere quartered at the 
Frey inn in Jagdshof, 6 km east of Sonneborg. On 3 Jamary, the Soviet 
commandant of Koeppelsdorf was rerlaced by aa officer whose name and rank 
were not identified. Jn the sane day, about 40 German volice were quartered 
at the Kreuzer Factory in Unterlind, The castle was evacuated for the 
quartering of Soviet soldiers. To orivate houses in Judentach had toa be 
vacated on short notice for the quarterinz of Soviet soldiers, but no 
soldiers had arrived by 3 January. i house in Adelshausen, proviously occu- 
aied by Loviet soldiers, was vacated, Volkspolizei wero allegedly to he 
quartered there. Soviet soldiers and Volksnolizei of undetermined strenzth 
moved into quarters in Streudorf on 4 January. Lixty police arrived in 
“oizhausen near Ieldburg on 3 January. Sixty volice arrived at ishausen 
on 30 December 195). . 


Considerable changes in the Sovict occupation of the sonal border have been 
effected since the beginning of 1951. Besides local changes, roinforcenents 
of border troops have beon observed, the regrouping was not completed by 
19 January. The following detailed observations were mades 
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a, The bordvi komaandatura at “orbis (1: 52/C 81) was moved to 
Teistungen. From 60 to 80 Soviets were stationed at Teistunzen. 


b. The border kommandatura at Sllrich was transferred to an wmimown 
o0ste 


co At Rohrberrs, which had not been occupied Lb. the uoviets, three 
houses wero requisitioned as billets for a Soviet border suard 
detachment. 


ad. A border guard detail of one officer and 25 Mi was quartered at 
Siemerode, which had not been occuried by the soviots for a lonrz 
tine. 


@. The border cuard detachment of one officer and 5 SM stationed at 
Glasehausen vas increased to 20 men. 


£. At Scklingrole, 34 ka east of Duderstadt, which had so far been 
occupled by a detail of about ecicht uen, quarters vere requisitioned 
for another 20 to 25 Sovicts. 


gw. A detail of 35 Soviets was quartered at Zwiage, formerly occupied by 
25X1A 15 Soviet soldiers, Another 100 soldiers are exnectad to arrive,
